SACRAMENTO (UPD-StateChairman 
Roger Boas tried today to head off an 
almost inevitable collision between two 
Democratic party leaders for the right 
to face Republican Gov Ronald Reagan 
in November 1970. 
Most key members of Reagan’s own 
staff expect him to bid for a second 
term next year — and all signs point to 
that conclusion 
Reagan has said repeatedly that he 
doesn’t want to leave a job only half 
done 
But Boas, whose party still has a 4-3 
majority in registration, said in an in­ 
terview that he hoped to avoid abruising 
1970 primary clash between Assembly­ 
man Jesse M. Unruh and Mayor Joseph 
Alioto of San Francisco. 
“ As state chairman, it’s a situation 
I would like to see resolved," Boas said 
by telephone from his San Francisco 
office 
“ I think a hard-fought primary would 
be most difficult for the Democratic Par- 
ty," he said “ I think Governor Reagan 
is going to be tough enough without a 
major primary fight in our own party.” 
Ironically, Boas used words remini­ 
scent of the Republican Party’s lead­ 
ership statements between the 1964 loss 
of Barry M Goldwater and the 1968 
victory of Richard M. Nixon. 
He was asked if his statements meant

Koreans 
fire on 
U.S. men 


PANMUNJOM Korea (UPI) - North 
Koreans opened fire on U.S. troops 
with machineguns across the Korean 
truce front today, touching off a two- 
hour fire fight, U.S. military officials 
reported. 
The fight occurred a few miles south­ 
west 
of 
Panmunjom where the 285th 
meeting of the Korean Military Armis­ 
tice Commission was being held. 


There were no U.S. casualties, and 
Communist losses were not known. 
North Korea, in a propaganda broad­ 
cast by the Korean Central News Agen­ 
cy, said its “ sentinels of the People’s 
Army” 
near 
Panmunjom “ killed and 
wounded 
scores” of U.S. soldiers. 


The agency said the Americans “ sent 
hundreds of armed bandits” into the De­ 
militarized Zone and that they “ perpe­ 
trated a grave armed raid on posts of 
our side.” 
It charged the incident was part of the 
U.S. “ reckless war provocation ma­ 
neuvering" — a reference to Exercise 
Retina Focus in which 2,500 Americans 
are being flown from North Carolina 
to the Seoul area for maneuvers. 


The clash first was reported by U.S. 
Air Force Maj. Gen. James B. Knapp, 
United Nations Command (UNC) senior 
delegate to the commission. 
“ I have just received information that 
a fire fight was initiated by North Kore­ 
ans at 12:32 p.m. local time today when 
they fired machineguns across the mili­ 
tary demarcation line toward our guard- 
post near Panmunjom,” Knapp said. 
The UNC outpost returned fire, most­ 
ly with M14 rifles. U.S. officials said 
both sides fired several hundred rounds. 


Knapp suggested a joint observer team 
of the commission be convened to con­ 
duct a joint investigation of the clash. 
North Korean Army Maj. Gen. Lee 
Chun-Sun, 
the 
Communist chief dele­ 
gate, said Communist soldiers had tak­ 
en “ self - defense" measures, but did 
not mention casualties. 


“ Your side has fired more than 300 
bullets 
with two heavy machineguns 
from your post not far from Panmunjom 
toward our position of the Demilitarized 
Zone,” the Communist general said. 
Lee also demanded the U.S. stop a 
scheduled military exercise and take 
all the involved personnel and equip­ 
ment out of Korea. 


House will back Nixon; 
Senate opposition stiff

“ I would hesitate to comment on the 
Senate * If the president says we’re 
going to stop it, I think the probability 
is very remote that the Congress would 
try to proceed.” 
In the Senate, three prominent U S 
scientists told the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee that the proposed ABM 
deployment would damage rather t han im • 
prove national security. 
The subcommittee on disarmament was 
so impressed with the testimony that it 
immediately relayed the statements to 
the White House. 
The testimony came from Dr. Herbert 
York, physics professor at the Univer­ 
sity of California at San Diego; Dr 
George Kistiakowsky, chemistry profes­ 
sor at Harvard; and Dr. James R Kil­ 
lian, chairman of the board of Massa­ 
chusetts Institute of Technology. 
Kistiakowsky and Killian were scienti­ 
fic advisers to former President Dwight 
D Elsenhower.

Red gunners 
shell forty 
Allied beses 
SAIGON (UPI) — Communist gunners 
today shelled 40 more Allied bases and 
towns including the ancient city of Hue to 
start the third phase of a winter-spring 
offensive apparently aimed at Saigon it­ 
self. Two heavy ground attacks hit Amer­ 
ican bases on the approaches to Saigon. 
The attack on Hue was the first since 
the start of the 16-day-old Communist 
offensive and came despite American 
warnings that such cities as Saigon, 
Hue and Da Nang were not to be attacked 
under the agreement that ended U.S. 
bombing of North Vietnam last Nov. 1. 


Communists slammed headlong into 
U.S. outposts near Phu Khuong, 56 miles 
northwest of Saigon on the infiltration 
routes leading from Cambodia. 
There were fierce shellings of Land­ 
ing Zone Grant and a nearby U.S. 25th 
Division camp and then heavy ground at­ 
tacks which were repulsed in heavy fight­ 
ing. The Communists lost 104 dead. 


American spokesmen in Saigon warn- 
ed that this was a preliminary to an at­ 
tack on Saigon which could come as ear­ 
ly as Sunday and Monday nights during 
the dark of the moon. 
Forces menacing the capital were esti­ 
mated as high as 65,000 with 40,000 
in strike position. 


“ They want to inflict U.S. casualties, 
grab headlines, reassert their presence 
and demonstrate they are capable of doing 
a year later what they did at Tet early 
in 1968,“ a senior intelligence official 
said. 


The official said that during the first 
two phases of the offensive the Commit 
nists made widespread indirect attacks 
but avoided major ground commitments. 
The exception was the attack on Land- 
ing Zone Grant blocking the invasion 
path to Saigon. 
The official said captured documents 
indicate the Communists put a 19-day 
limit on the third phase of the offensive 
although prisoners said they expected to 
continue heavy fighting until summer.

Artillery shells thunder 
across Suez in new duels

Israeli and Egyptian artillery thundered across the Suez Canal tonight in a 
series of heavy duels from Port Said in the south to El Oantara in the north 
Israel said Egypt had spurned a United Nations ceasefire. 
The firing appeared to be at least as heavy as the major battles which took 
place Saturday and Sunday and which left much of Egypt’s oil storage facili­ 
ties in flaming ruins Each side was making fiery statements of “ revenge” 
and threats of reply in kind 
The across-the-canal battle began with what the Israelis said was Egyptian 
sniping. It built up during the day into exchanges of machinegun and automatic 
weapon fire and by late afternoon had escalated into a series of artillery bat­ 
tles. 
The early stages of the fighting had teen confined to the Tewfic area near 
Port Said and two places near the Bitter Lakes, 30 or 40 miles fartter north. 
Tonight an Israeli official in Jerusalem said Egypt rejected l’ N cease fire 
offer and began firing in the El Oantara area 
The official said the Israelis opened fire at the sources of the Egyptian 
fire and that the battle continued tonight. 
With both sides reported building up troops along the banks of the canal, 
Egyptian War Minister Mohamed Fawzi called for more hatred of the Jews 
“ and a determinatin to conquer him.“ 
Acting Israeli Premier Yigal AUon warned that if Egypt “ renews its ag­ 
gression” on the Suez Canal Israel will “ reply in strength ” 
Allon will serve as acting Premier until Mrs Golda Mier, designated 
premier today, forms her own cabinet.

PARIS (UPD - Nine million workers 
went on strike today and tens of tou- 
sands of them paraded in Paris to de­ 
mand pay raises in the face of rising pric- 
es. 
Basic services were shut downor cur­ 
tailed and even the Bourse, the French 
stock market, was unable to operate as 
workers called a 24-hour general walkout 
to dramatize demands for wage increases 
as high as 12 per cent The De Gaulle 
government countered that their demands 
threatened the already shaky franc. 
Thousands of workers assembled in the 
Place de la Republique in a workers 
district and paraded 50 abreast toward 
Place de la Bastille chanting, “ Raise 
our salaries!” 
Militant students flanked the workers 
as they marched under a slow rain It 
was the largest demonstration against the 
government since the labor - student dem­ 
onstrations and riots of last May 
Thousands of students gathered in side 
streets under red banners for commu­ 
nism and black flags for anarchism 
The strike affects both national and pri­ 
vate sectors of the economy, curtailing 
gas, electric, railroad, subway, bus, taxi, 
airline and mail service as well as 
closing schools, most industries andtel- 
evision and radio stations 
President Charles de Gaulle’s govern­ 
ment considered the future of the franc 
hung in the balance of the strike. If 
the workers got the requested 12 per 
cent hike, officials feared Inflation would 
go even higher and drive the value of 
the franc down. 
As De Gaulle met Monday for a stra­ 
tegy session with 
Premier Maurice 
Couve de Murville, the price of gold rose 
to $48,81 per ounce on the Paris mark­ 
et It was the fifth new high in the past 
five days of trading, reflecting French 
loss of confidence in their currency 
The nationwide walkout started with 
scattered cuts in electrical service in 
sections of Paris and other big cities 
Monday night, mostly affecting business. 
Some persons 
complained, however, 
electricity had gone off in residential 
areas. 
In the southern jxjrt of Marseilles, about 
10,000 dock 
and 
industrial workers 
marched peacefully through the streets 
waving banners demanding a more Demo­

and higher wages.

Major F rench unions called a meeting 
to discuss the strategy Some union lead­ 
ers issued calls for the strike to be 
extended indefinitely, but mostDeGauile 
pected to await comment from De Gaulle 
In a television and radio address tonight 
Supplies to most industries were cut 
late Monday. There were no mail deliv­

Ray never 
again to be 
free man

MEMPHIS,

(UPI)- 
Barring escape or unlikely legal 
maneuvers, the admitted slayer 
of Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
never again will be a free man. 
But mystery still surrounds 
James Earl Ray’s part in the 
assassination. 
In an instant trial Monday, 
the 41-year-old ex-convict plead 
ed 
guilty to the April 4, 1968, 
killing of King in Memphis and 
was sentenced to 99 years in 
prison. 
Ray would be eligible for 
parole in 30 years, at the age of 
71, but should he be released, he 
could be required to serve eight 
years remaining on a 16-year- 
term 
at the Missouri State 
Prison, plus any additional time 
he may be given for escaping 
from that prison. 
Ray arose during his two and 
one-half hour trial to tell Judge 
W. 
Preston 
Battle 
that 
he 
disagreed 
with 
the 
various 
“ theories” that there was no 
conspiracy to kill King. He did 
not elaborate. 
Battle said the prosecution 
had not established there was a 
conspiracy but “ if there was a 
conspiracy, no member of such 
a conspiracy can ever live in 
peace or lie down to pleasant 
dreams because there is no 
statute of limitations in capital 
cases in this state.” 
The FBI said in Washington, 
however, that “ the investigation 
into the original allegations of a 
conspiracy is still open.” The 
original FBI warrant charged 
Eric Starvo Galt, a Ray alias, 
and a man alleged to be “ his 
brother” with conspiring to kill 
King. 
Ray’s three 
brothers 
apparently never were serious­ 
ly involved 
in 
the investiga­ 
tion. 
Prosecutor Phil Canale said 
during the trial “ there have 
been rumors that James Earl 
Ray was a hired dupe for others 
to kill Martin Luther King. We 
have 
no 
evidence 
that 
any 
conspiracy was involved.” 
Ray's attorney, Percy Fore­ 
man, said “ it took me a month 
to convince myself of this fact, 
what the attorney general of the 
United States (Ramsay Clark) 
and J. Edgar Hoover of the FBI 
said last year, that there was 
not a conspiracy.”

Supervisors seek Reagan help 
In combating oil problems 


The Board of Supervisors 
feels Gov. Ronald Reagan can 
and should exert his influence in 
Washington to help the county 
to eradicate oil and gas drill­ 
ers from Federal waters in the 
Santa Barbara Channel off this 
county. 
By a unanimous vote Monday, 
the five - man board approved 
a resolution submitted by Sup­ 
ervisor Joe J. Callahan, of 
Santa Barbara 
Callahan’s 
resolution 
re­ 
quests Gov Reagan to join with 
the county in asking President 
Nixon and Interior Secretary 
Hickel to suspend permanently 
all oil and gas drilling opera­ 
tions in the channel area of the 
Federal outer continental shelf 
offshore from Santa Barbara 
County. 
Further, the resolution asks 
Reagan’s help in the county's 
wish to have neogitations set 
up to rescind all oil and gas 
leases in the area, and to with­ 
draw all of these lands from 
future leasing for oil and gas 
drilling and production. 
This is the strongest stand yet 


taken by the supervisors, who 
earlier had called on Nixon and 
Hickel to have drilling stopped 
and production ended until the 
oil industry could properly safe­ 
guard against further accidents. 
It is in line with the tougher 
demands as made by conserva­ 
tionist and some other South 
Coast organizations 
Supervisor George H. Clyde 
said he felt it was consistent 
with the earlier stand by the 
board. It won the endorsement of 
prominent conservationist Rob­

Easton, who wrote the 
board telling his approval 
Also, it was stressed in the 
resolution that it is not onlv 
the county's wish now to have 
leases rescinded which had cost 
the oil industry $603 million, but 
that the White House and Hickel

winter. 
Lake Cachuma furnishes do­ 
mestic and irrigation water to 
Santa 
Ynez 
Valley and oth­ 
er County areas. 
New regulating ope rat ions for 
the lake, which had 199,000 acre 
feet early this week compar­ 
ed with 205,000 acre fqet capa­ 
city, were announced by Phil 
Macias, U S Bureau of Recla­ 
mation Central Coast branch of­ 
fice chief in Santa Barbara. 
The lake was expected to be 
full again Wednesday and debris 
cleanup was expected to be com­ 
pleted in about a week 
Now releases of water will 
take place starting March 19 at 
6 p.m., Macias said, at rate 
of 2,000 cubic feet per second. 
This will go on for seven days, 
with reduction of releases stint­ 
ing March 21 at 1 a m gear­ 
ed to another shutoff to al ow 
repair work downstream The 
reservoir is scheduled to refill 
again April 5 or 6. 
Macias’ office was busy this 
week telephoning all press, ra­ 
dio and TV media, and munici- 
pal, Industrial and farm opera­ 
tors downstream to inform them 
of the new schedule, which he 
explained could be altered in 
case of additional rainfall.

“ Crime costs in our country amount to 
$27 billion a year, exclusive of property 
damages and other items. 
“ With our present types of weapons, 
survival of the species’

Such was the message of Dr. Prynce 
Hopkins, guest speaker for Lompoc-Van- 
denberg branch, American Association 
of University Women, “ Is Man Incurably 
Aggressive?” was subject of the psy­ 
chology' lecturer 
last week at Loop’s 
Restaurant. 
Aggressive types, he described as 
“ characteristically 
impulsive, impor- 
tunistic, sheep-minded, morbid or re­ 
bellious.” 
The impulsive type, he suggested, de­ 
velop from a lack of moral training, dis­ 
cipline and learning respect for others 
and their property. “ The person is child­ 
like and immature, 
snatching what he 
wishes.” 
The importunistic, he said, “ is more 
responsible, but, lacking normal paren­ 
tal love, is demanding and belligerant.” 
“ If a child is overly disciplined, he de­ 
clared, “ he may become sheep-minded 
a member of a fighting gang, user of 
dope, or a thief. Approval is his highest 
goal of achievement.” 
The morbid individual, he described, 
as product of a broken home or espe­ 
cially quarrelsome parents. “ He de­ 
velops evil morals and his idols possess 
evil qualities. Psychoses can result if 
there is a contrast of high moral teach­ 
ings but exposure to poor example.” 
“ Rebellious individuals, 
he found, 
“ often come from homes where parents 
are extremely severe.” 
The speaker emphasized that home 
and school conditions influence children 
who will behave in response to environ­ 
ment. Eventually as adults, they con­ 
trol the environment of the following 
generation. 
“ Therefore, he concluded, “ it isof vi­ 
tal importance for homes and schools 
to develop individuals who will think 
for themselves,

United States, from Iran, 10 
years ago, he knew no Eng­ 
lish and had virtually no 
money. Today he buys mar­ 
bles by the thousands, sheet 
brass by the ton and is try­ 
ing to figure out ways to 
keep people from eating his 
popcorn. 


Bijan is a handsome 32- 
year-old Persian — and he 
draws a distinct line between 
Persians and Arabs. (Espe­ 
cially since Sirhan Sirhan 
became prominent and the 
public assumed that all Mid­ 
dle E a s t e r n immigrants 
were Arabs.) 


He has a last name, but 
prefers not to use it. In­ 
stead, he uses only his first 
name, and it is becoming in­ 
creasingly well-known on the 
West Coast. Bijan is an art­ 
ist but a very specialized 
artist. 


His metier is metal. He 
started by renting a little old 
lady's garage and creating 
metallic sculptures. He sold 
them to private collectors—

vegetable soup mix 
1 Li cups water 
1 tablespoon flour

Lightly mix together ground beef, bread crumbs, onion, 
eggs, and ‘a-cup water or stock.

No matter what kind of 
fence you plan 
picket, rail, 
board or what have you 
its 
ability to stand up over the 
years is determined by how 
well you install the fence 
posts. 
If you plan the fence as 
s o m e t h i n g utilitarian, to 
keep animals or people out 
or in. well-installed posts will 
keep it strong. If the fence 
is there for purely esthetic 
reasons you should still do 
as good a job as possible in 
putting 
up 
posts 
because 
there is n o t h i n g esthetic 
about a sagging fence. 
Posts should be absolutely 
vertical, should be level and 
should be in line. And even 
though they may start out 
that way they may not re­ 
main so if they are not prop­ 
erly anchored. 
Providing good drainage 
will keep the post from rot­ 
ting. A good method is put­ 
ting a bed of gravel at the 
bottom of the hole. For ab­ 
solute steadiness next pom 
concrete into the hole, level­ 
ing it off slightly higher than 
the surrounding g r o u n d 
level. 
To p r e v e n t heaving in 
areas where freezing and 
thawing aie severe try mak­ 
ing the concrete fill wider 
at the bottom than at the 
top. 
Another method is to nail 
a wooden crosspiece to the 
base ot the post 
This will 
anchor it firmly in the con­ 
crete. 
Once end or corner posts 
are in place stretch a line 
from the outside of one to 
the outside of the other. Then 
drive stakes inside that line 
to line up tie posts in be­ 
tween.

An improperly set p o s t 
will heave with the change 
of seasons and temperatures. 
Also the weight of the fence 
must be considered. 
Install corner or end posts 
first. Dig a hole deep enough 
and wide enough. The rule 
of thumb for depth is one- 
third the total length of the 
post. In width make it about 
three times the width of the 
post. That will leave room 
for a good job of compacting 
or for filling with concrete. 
Use rot-resistant w o o d 
such as cedar, cypress or 
redwood. Treat the end to be 
buried with a chemical wood 
preservative. 
Best method 
for application is soaking. 
You may be able to buy posts 
that are already treated 
Size 4x4 lumber is pre­ 
ferred for fence posts 
Check the post frequently 
with a level to make certain 
it is vertical as you set it 
in place and tamp earth 
around it. If it is difficult to 
get it vertical use temporary 
braces. Drive stakes in the 
ground on two sides several 
feet awav. Then nail a brace

We are developing a credibility u;ap over the generation gap. 
Granted that today’s young people are the sm artest, most in­ 
formed, most dedicated, most concerned, most-everything-else- 
tb at’s-good generation ever to appear on the face of the earth. 
If it wasn’t true, every public personage from the President 
on down wouldn’t constantly be saying it, would they ’ 
But that ‘‘the difference between the lives of pre-World War II 
generations and today’s youth is as great as the span between 
the oldsters and the savages of New Guinea” is, we suggest, 
just a wee bit of an exaggeration. 
Margaret Mead, the noted anthrophologist, made the compari­ 
son recently. Youth are the natives in this new technological 
land of post-World War II and all those over 25 are foreign­ 
ers, she said. The root cause of student unrest is the fact that 
the television - reared, instantaneously knowledgeable youth of 
today, having been brought up in such a totally new world, 
are “ young creatures of another kind’’ who don’t belong in the 
old system. 
One wonders. 
Is the sending of pictures through the air in 1969 really 
that much more miraculous than the sending of words in 1929? 
Is the gleaming supersonic jet any more amazing than the 
wire and canvas contraption that struggled a few feet off the 
ground in 1903? 
Are our high-powered, luxurious, high-way-clogging cars of 
today really that m ich of a quantum jump from the first one- 
lunger that exploded down quiet, pastoral Elm Street, U S A , 
in 1899? 
Has The Pill really had that much more effect on manners 
and m orals than did the rumble seat?

Tribalism 


Bit there is the atomic bomb, you say, and satellites and 
space travel and wonder drugs and . . . 
These things did not appear overnight — and no one present­ 
ly under 30 invented them. 
Sunday supplement readers in the 1920s and ’30s were regu­ 
larly regaled with imaginative speculations on the possibili­ 
ty of space travels, were told of the unbelievable energy in 
uranium which scientists were working to release, were kept 
up-to-date on the latest medical miracle. 


Far less wrenching of the imagaination, far less drastic 
adjustment in “life style” is required to project oneself from 
196 » back to 1940 than from 1940 to 1900 — or even from 1920 
to 1900 - or even from 1920 to 1900. Indeed, in most impor­ 
tant ways, life at the turn of the 20th century bore more resemb­ 
lance to life in the 18th century than it did to life scarcely 
a generation later. 
Americans born in the early years of the 20th century have 
managed to survive and cope with the fantastic technological 
discoveries that have poured forth unceasingly without feeling 
totally alienated from all previous generations. Today’s young 
people surely have the stam ina and common sense and courage 
to do the same. 


By all means, let us praise youth. But let us rest awhile 
from telling them how special, how different, how unique, how 
put-upon, how unfairly treated and how much better in every 
way they are from all the rotten failures guilty of having 
been born before 1945. 
They may well be. But the case for it is not proved. And 
onlv their accomplishments can prove it, not anybody’s words. 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Just at the turn in history when the 
world seem s pulled closer by the m ar­ 
vels of science, of air transport and the 
sweep of global economy, it is shatter­ 
ing dangerously into sm aller and sm aller 
political and social fragments 
Nationahood seemingly was a well- 
established phenomenon a century ago. 
The clam or in the first two-thirds of the 
20th century has been for some sort of 
supra-national organization amounting 
to a “ world state” which would keep 
all its parts at peace 
But 
the opposite 
now seem s to be hap­ 
pening. Negro leader 
Bayard 
Rustin, 
speaking recently in 
Florida, put his fin­ 
ger 
on the matter 
when he labeled this 
country’s 
black na­ 
tionalist movement a 
reversion to tribal­ 
ism, and then went 
on to say it is not 
a circum stance limited to America but 
one that is emerging widely around the 
globe 
He cited the increased French separ­ 
atist agitation in Canada and the Wal­ 
loons in perennially torn Belgium. He 
might have added the internal strife in 
Pakistan, tin? horrifying blood-letting 
among warring peoples on the subcon­ 
tinent of India, the struggle between 
B iafra and Nigeria in West Africa The 
examples are many more. 
Curiously, Rustin’s observations coin­ 
cide closely with those of author Peter 
Drucker in his new work, “The Age 
of Discontinuity.” Discussing the grave 
ills of government, he asserts: 


t 


“ . 
. 
. the national state is every­ 
where in danger of collapsing into petty 
baronies 
” 
The problem shows itself in two big 
ways. 
One is the great post-World War II 
tendency for tribes to separate themselv­ 
es from others and dignify themselves 
as “countries. ” Africa, of course, is 
the prim e illustration W rites Druck­ 
er: 
“ . 
we are getting tribal splinters, 
pretending to be national states, im­ 
posing on their citizens all the costs 
of a national state, driven by all the 
jealousies, resentm ents and pride of a 
national state — but incapable of being an 
effective organ either of domestic gov­ 
ernment or of the international com­ 
munity Increasingly we are fragmenting 
the world into governmental pygm ies... 
incapable of governing.” 
The other manifestation is the one 
stressed by Rustin -th e mounting pres­ 
sures against the authority of establish­ 
ed, sizable, economically viable nations. 
Within these, separatists, acting like 
tribes either on grounds of race or reli­ 
gion or prior national origin, are tear­ 
ing hard at the national fabric. 
Black separatism in America is such 
a phenomenon. 
So 
is 
the Catholic- 
Protestant 
furor in northern Ireland. 
Genero is • hearted 
humanitarians, 
looking at all this, may be moved to ask: 
“So w hat’ What’s wrong with move­ 
ments that appear above all to stress 
an admirable spirit of self-determ ina­ 
tion?” 
The quote from Drucker gives his 
answer as it applies to tribal splinters 
masquerading as nations They are in- 
capable of governing They seldom have 
an economic base or even m ich to gov­ 


ern 
Scores of so-called independent na­ 
tions today have populations of less than 
a million — barely the size of one major 
U S 
city. Some are almost at town- 
village size. 
As for the kind of tribalism Rustin has 
in mind, he sees it fundamentally as a 
device of escape, a shunning of com­ 
petition and responsibility, an attempt 
to withdraw within some artificial shell 
and somehow exist — miraculously in 
full political, social and economic health 
— in the larger framework of an es­ 
tablished great nation. 
Rustin gets even harsher. He ar­ 
gues that black separatists, far from 
being bold adventurers on the frontiers 
of a “liberation movement,” actually 
suffer from a “lack of social courage.” 
They run from the battle with reality. 
The same perhaps may be said for that 
other restless American “tribe” —the 
disruptive, destructive white radical stu­ 
dents who pretend that the leveling of 
society’s organizations, from the nation 
on down, will usher in the great free­ 
doms they say they want.

Interest defined 


The Federal Reserve Board’s unpre­ 
cedented peek at its present policy, 
summarized to the Congressional Joint 
Economic Committee, 
concerns, first, 
interst rates — an immediate and pres­ 
sing subject now on the lips of countless 
millions. 
The effect is enormous. But few vital 
subjects are as widely misunderstood. 
And most politicians, in turn, treat the 
subject like a lighted cigarett butt at 
the movies. 
They just kick it around 
until they lose it. 
Interest is mere­ 
ly the rent on money. 
When 
the 
rent on 
money is high it is 
the same as if the 
rent on houses were 
high. The high inter­ 
est rate is not a cause 
of the inflation. 
It 
is the result of the 
infaltion. 
It is impossible to 
reduce 
inflation by 
knocking 
down 
in­ 
terest 
rates. 
You 
can 
reduce the 
rates 
only 
by 
reducing the inflation. 
The main cause oi tnat is chiefly the 
government’s overspending and the over- 
expansion of credit. 
In fact, how much 
government overspending and debt we can 
stand is the standing question. 
The effect is simply to borrow, tax 
and dollar-depreciate the economy. Nor 
should we be deceived into believing 
this 
is 
right 
— if the dollar's value 
is to be rescued the people’s savings 
made safe. 
A government is a spender, not an 
earner. 
Deficit financing— a govern­ 
ment spending more than its income— 
means inflation and unsound money. As 
a government continues to borrow more 
and tnore to pay its^)ills the dangers 
multiply. For its borrowings from banks 
create more and more credit, increase 
the money supply and help create in­ 
flation. 
This cannot be stopped until the de­ 
ficit financing (spending beyone income) 
is stopped. 
And if it is not stopped the 
UjS. dollar’s value melts like butter, 
and faster and faster all the time. 
A 
declining currency must eventually obey 
the law of acceleration that applies to all 
falling bodies. 
One gauge of this is the high cost of 
living, which has just hit another new 
all-time high. Accordingly, most bread­ 
winners can live on the money they earn 
but not on their take-home pay after 
taxes. 
The rising cost of living that keeps us 
in this rat race is rising at a rate one- 
third faster than even last year. 
The 
value of the dollar that the New Frontier- 
Great Society Inherited — the $1 that we 
got in our pay check — had dropped by 
January 1 to 81 cents. 


At this rate the value of that $1 in 
everybody’s pay check will be worth 50 
cents in exactly six years. The pay in­ 
creases simply go with the wind. Who 
is kidding whom? 
The savings-bank nest egg, life insur­ 
ance benefits, etc., of the entire popula­ 
tion and the true income of all those 
silent, forgotten millions living on pen­ 
sions, annuities or other fixed income 
will be reduced one - third in the same 
length of time. 


How about some sympathy 
for the 
silent, forgotten millions who work hard 
pay today's taxes, meet their bills and 
still put something aside to by E and H 
Savings Bonds? 
The government has 
increased the interest. These millions 
think their thrift and sacrifices reward 
them with a 4*2 percent Interest rate. 
But today’s official index of consumer 
prices shows that the buying power 
(true value) of their saved money has 
melted away behind the bonds at an 
annual rate of about three percent a 
year. 


In fact, these thrifty millions are 
paying what you might call a negative 
interest; they're taxed on the interest 
they did not benefit from and lost.

Brown Act 


With all the public concern that has 
been expressed for the school district’s 
financial plight and the current teacher 
salary negotiations, it is hoped the school 
board will take the initiative to hold as 
many of its sessions in public, as pos­ 
sible. 
Today, the board will meet in private 
for “Discussion regarding items that will 
be discussed with the Negotiating Coun­ 
cil.” 
I’d like to remind 
_----- 
the 
board 
that 
re­ 
gardless 
of 
certain 
sanctions 
given 
by 
state 
law for limit­ 
ed 
types 
of 
secret 
meetings, the trend in 
the state and even na­ 
tionwide is for more 
and more disclosure of 
official business and 
less and less secrecy. 
What on earth could there be so class­ 
ified that it must be discussed in pri­ 
vate? The Ralph Brown open meeting law 
was designed to bring before public 
scrutiny the orderly processes of gov­ 
ernment. 
Recently there was a move in Sacra­ 
mento to make the law cover the meet­ 
ings of state legislative committees. 
Experts on the scene tell us it has little 
chance for passage, but if it fails, it’ll 
come up again and again and again and 
certainly in the next few years the ques­ 
tion of open meetings versa secret ses­ 
sions will be a political problem. 
The move to extend coverage of the 
Brown Act has the endorsement of sev­ 
eral prominent newspapers, including 
this one, and such powerful organiza­ 
tions as Sigma Delta Chi, the national 
journalistic society. 
The local school district has taken 


pains to observe the law even though 
it could easily have circumvented it by 
merely organizing discussion sessions 
over the telephone. Five board members 
could arrive at a meeting of the minds 
over the phone and then go into an open 
meeting to take a vote on an issue. 
In the present circum stances when the 
board is looking to the public for more 
financial support, it would augur well 
for the increased funds if the trustees 
would here and now declare they will hold 
all but the most sensitive sessions in 
public. 
No one can argue that a session to dis­ 
cuss some ramifications of a $9 million 
budget, should be held in secret. Of 
course we don’t know at this hour what the 
language of the secret meeting agenda 
really includes, but the public has a right 
to know. 
It should be noted that news media has 
no special rights in this question aside 
from the right of the public to know. Gov­ 
erning bodies have chafed under the re­ 
strictions of the Brown Act, but no one 
is rushing pell mell to repeal the law. 
Knowledge of the discussion that goes 
before a decision is almost as impor­ 
tant as the decision itself. 
As I have noted before, a member of 
any governing body should have the cour­ 
age to publicly discuss any issue short 
of one covering the hiring or firing of a 
worker, or litigation which may be pend­ 
ing.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It would be easy for President Nixon 
to throw up his hands on inflation. 
No U.S. president has ever succeeded 
at this task by governmental action —ex­ 
cept at the price of a recession, signi­ 
ficantly 
worsening 
unemployment or 
some other national misfortune. 
Most controls Nixon has at hand - 
such as higher interest rates and the 
surtax — will penalize industries which 
have added little to inflation. These con­ 
trols will have marginal effect in those 
fields where inflation has grown out 
of all reason. 
The world will add to Nixon’s prob­ 
lems. In Europe, Latin America and Asia 
the outlook is for continued political 
and economic creaking. 
Private and gov­ 
ernment 
economic 
forecasters here see 
1969 as unsettling as 
1968. And last year 
was inky — marked 
by devaluation of the 
pound sterling, a gold 
crisis, French riots, 
suspension 
of gov- 
ernmental support of 
firee gold market, the 
invasion of Czecho­ 
slovakia and an on-and-off heating up of 
the Middle East. 
Trade and investment, vital to p ro ­ 
sperity these past 20 years, are being 
restricted to meet short-term prob­ 
lems. 
The United States itself now controls 
foreign investments and imports by law, 
regulation or “ voluntary” agreements. 
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Demands grow for added import quotas. 
France and Germany institute new 
controls against capital investment; Bri­ 
tain and France install new b arriers to 
imports. 
Britain’s attempts to solve the ster­ 
ling crisis have been disappointing. The 
late-1967 devaluation failed. Continued 
inflation keeps import demands high. 
London finds it difficult to hold wage 
increases in line with productivity. 
Because the pound continues under 
pressure, another major crisis could 
bring import controls so stringent as to 
be unsettling worldwide. 
France has done little to remove 
the causes of last year’s worker-student 
strikes. A likely 10 per cent boost in 
French wages this year will make it dif­ 
ficult to contain inflation and balance 
international payments. It will not be 
easy to defend the franc. 
The Italian and West German econo 
mies are flourishing today. But Italy’s 
outlook is m arred by social-political un­ 
rest and lagging private investment. 
Japan’s prosperity is so geared to 
exports here, a U.S. slowdown will be 
reflected there. The pressure on Japan 
will 
result in additional pressures on 
U.S. goods. Over the long term , J o 
pan’s continuing wage and price increas­ 
es could reduce her ability to compete. 
Canada is following the U.S. lead 
in planning restrictions. These will cut 
buying in the United States. 
Overall, 
these 
political 
and 
eco­ 
nomic strains will bear unfavorably on 
the U.S. balance of payments and on 
Nixon’s attempts to control inflation 
without unduly increasing unemployment.
